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Mr. Chairman: Some 
aitted to this House the folio 
in the form of reaolutions . 

"Whereas the operations of the Federal and 
Confederate armiea in Kentucky, and the 
devastation of proiierty, personal security, and 
happiness of her people consequent upon the 
rebel invasion of her territories, together with 
the sacrifice ot many of her noblest sons, who 
have enriched the earth with their precious 
blood as water poured from the clouds, have 
illustrated to all thinking men the folly of dis- 
union as a remedy for a bad administration-, 
whereas, the President has broke faith with 
the Union States, which have furnished the 
supplies of men and money for the army, by 
adding new complications and issues to the 
war; m this, that the President has, with the 
concurrence of Congress, after receiving into 
the Federal service large quotas of troops from 
the Border Slave States, pressed upon said 
States, wiih great tenacity, the question of 
selling the slave property of said States for the 
bonds of the Uni't«d States, in violation of all 
«x)nstitulioual law, Slate and Federal; the 
President has not kept faith with the Union 
States in this, that on the Ist day of January, 
1863, he issued his proclamation, which as- 
aames the power to give freedom to the slaves 
of the rebel States, in conflict with the Con- 
Btitutions of the United States and of said 
States respectively; thus dealing a blow to the 
Union cause, thus attempting to change the 
character of the war, by associatiug and in- 
corporating with the Union struggle the great 
ana cruel wrong of abolition, an act in rebel- 
lion and contempt of allegiance to the Consti- 
tution of the United Sutes; and, whereas, the 
present surroundings and temper of the times 
indicate that no good and great results are to 
be attained by the war a3 it is proposed to be 
carried on, and as at present conducted by 
both armies — nothing accomplished but the 
slaughter of the brave men and youth of all 
the Stales— nothing but the ruin and bank- 
ruDtcy of the nation — with nothing left for 
reunion but the maimed bodies of the sur- 
viving soldiers, the ashes of cities, and temples 
of worship— the desolate hearth-stones, and 
woes wKhout number, of a brave and fallen 
nation Therefore be it — 

"Resolved by the General Assembly of the 
Cvmmonwealth of Kentucky, That the Legis- 
lature is ready and anxious to co-operate 
with the Legislatures ot the other States in 
any ell'ort which may be concurred in and ap- 
proved by Congress for an honorable peace, 
based on th» restoration of the Constitution 
and the Union of which it is the only lawful 
bond and guarantee of safety, and to that end 
recommend the calling ot^a National Con- 
vention of delegates eleeteJ by the people of 
all the States, or such States as approve the 
measure, in pursuance of the acts of the Leg- 
islatures of the States, providing for the elec- 
tion of delegates, to meet at——, on the 
-day of , 1863 



gle, as they would not wish to take into their 
union the once slave but now free States of 
the border. This "presto change" policy 
would so change our character at once, as if 
by magic, that the people of the rebel States 
would not desire any political connection 
with us, or remember'us as the same people 
who lived in Kentucky one year before. It 
would purifv us— we should dress ourselves in 
the "sackaloth and ashes" of abolition to pre- 
pare ourselves for the association of the.ie lat- 
t.er-dav saints, headed hv such pure names as 
Cameron, Sumner, Phillips, Chase, Greeley, 
and Lovejoy. A few da.TS after this message 
was sent to Congress, the Legislature being 
in session, I offered the following resolutions 
— to the issue raised 



"Jiesoloed, That the Governor is lequested to 
communicate a copy of the foregoing resolu- 
tions to the President of the United States, 
and to the Governors of all the States, and 
through them to Congress and the Legisla- 
tureg respectively." 

These resolutions were referred to a select 
committee consisting of Shanklin, Proctor, 
Johnson, Conklin, and myself. Thatcommit- 
tefi has not reported, nor have 1 made any 
effort to prot:ure a report from this special 
committee, as, since the introduction of this 
measure, tne Committee on Federal Relations 
have reiiorted the measures now under con- 
sideration, which substantially embrace my 
proposition. They are entirely germain, and 
the adoption of the majority report, which I 
(avor, will accomplish every object of my own 
resolutions. It is said that revolutions always 
go beyond the wrongs to be remedied and 
avenged, always beyond the intention of the 
projectors, and the magnitude of the struggle 
IS never fully estimated by the parties who 
bring on and resist the same. At the begin- 
ning of the revolution of 1776 the Colonies did 
not think of independence, nor did the British 
Crown and Parliament think of the cost and 
difficulty of whipping .1,000,000 rebels— dressed 
in buckskin in the backwoods of America. 
As revolutionary wars are always to punish 
some wrongs, some oppressions, some depriva- 
tion of rights, some onerous burdens to throw 
off; unless this rebellion, this tremendous ef- 
fort at revolution is an exception to those 
which have precedfed it, there has been great 
wrongs committed in this country somewhere. 
AVhat principle, what motive inspires the 
American youth of the North, the South, and 
the great West to rush into the lists of the 
contending hosts swelling their numbers to 
one and a half or two millions of men ? In 
the West and North they have gone to the 
war to sustain the idea of constitutional L nion 
and the liberty of the people of all the States as 
argued by the public men and presses of the 
Union States. To whiuout a rebellion against 
the constitutional supremacy of the National 
Government legitimately administered. This 
was and is the argument. What is the argu 
mentin the South? That the people of the 
North are for depriving them of their right to 
security of person and property by arming, 
stealing, and inciting to insurrection their 
Aftican slaves. That the leaders ot abolition 
are using the Government to make war on 
the Stale right of African slavery. On the 
Stat« right to regulate and control its own do- 
mestic affairs by each ond every State. Oh 
how American freemen fight for the vindica- 
tion of their idea ot regulated civil liljerty and 
rights as they are vouchsafed by written con- 
stitutions. If the people who compose these 
armiea are fighting under delusion, it is not 
their fault, but the crime of all this bloodshed 
which would "the great seas incarnadine, ' ii 
upon the heads of malignant, corrupt, ambi- 
tious leaders of both sections to tne strife 
Mr. Chairman, you will recollect in July, 1861 
what gloom was cast upon the Union cause 
in Kentucky by the news of the disastrous 
battle of Bull Run. 1 well and vividly re 
member with what stunning, appalling weight 
that sad story of defeat fell upon the Union 
heart of Kentucky. The Union men were 
conjured to stand firmly by their cause. And 
they did stand. The Crittenden resolutioD 
passed the House with but two voles agains 
it — cast by two Missouri disunionists: 

Resolved by the House of Representatives 
the Congress of the United States, That the 
present deplorable civil war has been forced 
npon the country by the disunionists of the 
Southern States, now in revolt against the 
constitutional government, and in arms aroun ' 
the Capital. 

That in this n itional emergency. Congress, 
banishing all feelings of passion and mere 
resentment, will recollect only its duty to the 
whole country. 

That this is not a war waged on their part i 
any spirit of oppression nor for any puipose 
conquest or subjugation, nor purpose or over 
throwing or interfering with the rights or es 
tablished institutions of those Stales, but 
defend and maintain the supremacy ol theVon 
stitulion and to preserve the Union with all | 
the dignity, equality, and rights of the several 
Stales unimpaired; and that as soon as these 
objects are accomplished the war ought to 
cease. 

This measure adopted with such unprecedent- 
ed unanimity by a Congress which represented 
every shade of political sentiment, every type 
of political morals from a constitutional Union 
man down, immeasurably down, to the Goths 
and Vandals whose mission is to advocate no- 
jjro stealing. The President s inaugural and 
this Crittenden resolution defined the policy of 
the war — pledged the (iavernraent and people 
to a war for the restoration of the Union and 
the just supremacy of the Constitution. No 
conquest, no subjugation, no war on State in- 
stitutions — war to vindicate the rights and just 
powers of the Government, no more, no less — 
was the pledge. Under this policy and these 
circumstances this Legislature was elected. 
In September we convened; the Confederate 
invasion soon followed— we called for volun- 
teers to repel invaders and fight for the Union 
and 45,000 of Kentucky's bravest sons put on 
all the armor of manhood, of courage, and 
love for the noblest cause that ever warmed a 
patriot's heart to generous action. I say noth- 
ing of the legions of young men who joined 
the army from the same motive in other States 
of the West and Northwest, and also in 
the Central States. The war goes on, 
large armies are marshalled for the con- 
flict. The Union Slates respond in heavy 
quotas to the demands of Federal authority. 
The earth trembles under the step of heavy 
columns and the air clamors with the echoes 
of clashing arms. Mill Spring, Pea Ridge, 
Wilson s Creek, Forts Donelson and Henry, 
and Island No. 'Ten are only words and places 
illustrative of American valor and character 
The Union armies are generally successful 
The rebel troopH are driven out of Kentucky 
and Missouri, and that too with the powerful 
assistance of troops raised in these States. J 
new era of the war is ushered in by a chang 
of policy in .March, 1862. The President sends 
his message to Congress recommending that 
novel, strange doctrine and policy of compen- 
sating, by appropriations l^rom the national 
treasury, any border slave Slate which would 
abolish slavery. This proposition of the Pres- 
ident was pressed into his head by the lever 
and machinery of New England abolition. 
This proposition was accom pan led with the spe- 
cious and brilliant idea that if the border States 
would get rid of slaves that would deprive the 
cotton Ota tee of all motive to continue the strug- 



re^ponsive to the occasijn 
by the message; 

"Resolved by the General Assembly of the 
Commonwealth of Kentucky, That Congress 
has no constitutional power, and therefore no 
rifht, 'to cooperate with any Slate which may 
.idopt a gradual abolishment of slavery, giv- 
ing to such State pecuniary aid, to be used by 
such Slate in its discretion to compensate for 
the inconvenience, public and private, by such 
change of system.' < 

"Rrsolred. That 'the initiation of emanci- 
pation' in the loyal Border Stat«s, brought 
about by the offer of aid by Congress, or com- 
pulsory emancipation by Congress, through 
the inslrumentalitv of the army, in the Cotton 
and rebel Border States, would give strenglti 
to the rebellion, by verifying the apprehended 
wrong, the fear of which was one controlling 
cause of the rebellion, and would drive the 
Union men of the slave SUtes from their al- 
legiance. 

^'Resolved, That 'whether the pecuniary 
compensation tendered would not be of more 
value to the SUtes and private persons con- 
cerned, than are the institutions and properly 
in it, in the present aspect of our aS'airs,' is a 
question which Kentucky will not entertain, 
coming from the national executive, Congress, 
or other source outside of Kentucky, in any 
'aspect of our affairs.' 

"Resohed, That our chivalrous army, officer- 
ed by men imbued with discipline to the law, 
civil as well as military, and subordinate to 
the former, together with the continued obser- 
vance of the pledge and policy not to inter- 
fere with slavery in the States, afford the best 
and only guarantees of a speedy reduction of 
the rebellion, the restoration of the old Union, 
and the blessings, without number, which 
cluster around its adhering members. ' 

1 was unfortunate, perhaps the Stale was 
unfortunate, in failing to impress upon the 
House any just appreciation of these resolu 
lions at the time, indeed the House refused to 
suspend the rule and lake a direct vote on their 
passage. I was met with the objection that 
the President should not be annoyed— that he 
had already annoyance enough to contend 
with. I was surprised at this objection coming 
asitdid from the Hon. Member from Boyle (Mr. 
Bell), inasmuch as he canvassed the State in 
1859 for a Congressional slave code for the 
Territories. If the State is not "annoyed" by 
the "pressure ' of this "compensated emanci- 
pation" policy b«fore the next August 
election, more than the President has been, 
I shall be agreeably disappointed, and 
frankly admit that I have underrated the po- 
litical sagacity of Ihedistinguished goulleiuan 
from Boyle. What the future has in store for 
Kentucky on this subject the future alone can 
reveal — may its revelations be as beneficent 
and congenial to our people as their sympa^ 
thies and aspirations are kindly and ardent 
towards all men and all States, whether suffer- 
ing for the want of prosperity in the arts of 
peace or the ruder, more afflictiLg scenes of 
carnage and ruin of "grim-visaged war. ' 
This change of policy in the conduct of the 
war by the men of the North argues evil and 
nothing but evil. The President taking coun- 
sel from New England instead of the Border 
and Western States alarms me. His attempt 
to put down rebellion in the Cotton States 
Willi a New England rule and policy awakens 
the apprehension of failure. Discarding the 
conservative counsel and law of the Crittenden 
and Douglas schools, and adopting that of 
^umner and Stevens— dismissing McClellan 
and experimenting with Pope, Burnside, 
Hooker, and Ualleck in battles which slake 
u|) the unity of a nation and the peace and 
happiness of the world, are incidents which 
are forcing the unwilling conviction upon all 
ntelligeut minds thai the Administration is 
inequal to the occasion and the Union going 
dowu under its misrule perhaps forever. In 
connection with this Border Slate |>olicy, 
Maryland and Missouri have given way; it 
may be they have yielded the ballot-box to 
the cartridge-box and the gleaming buyonel. 
The gentleman from Madison (Mr. Burnam) 
says if he lived in Missouri he might be in fa- 
vor of it, as that Stale is almost surrounded by 
Free State boundaries. If it were entirely sur- 
rounded—indeed the only Slave State in the 
Union — it were perfectly secure, and con- 
ented, and happy, if the surrounding States 
.ive up to the laws of the land. He might 
yield in Missouri to get clear of aggressions; 
then may he not yield to apprehended aggres- 
sions and yield in Kentucky? The gen- 
tleman says he is opposed to emancipa- 
tion; but 1 would much prefer that he 
should build his partition walls higher ond 
stronger between emancipation on the one side 
and a conservative policy on the other. Yield- 
ng to aggression but invites the repetition of 
.1. Kentucky has furnished perhaps a larger 
juota for the Union cause in proportion to the 
number of her enrolled militio, than any 
State engaged in the struggle on our side. 
These troops volunteered to preserve the gov- 
ernment with the existing relations of Stale 
iind Slate institutions as they were at the time 
they entered the service. After she had fur- 
nished the highest evidence of patriotism and 
manly devotion to the Union of the States, 
then to apply the compensated emancipation 
olicy OS a lest of the U nionism of these States 
.3 a piece of bullyism — of blackguardism — 
which could only find its origin in the distem- 
lempered brain of New England abolition. 
Are the liberties of Kentucky to be subverted 
in 1863— in less than a century from the peril- 
ous times in which they were snatched from 
the rude embrace of the savage tribes, by the 
Boones, Ballards, the Logans, Knights, Ken- 
tons, riarlans, Headys, Aliens, Hardins, 
Crisis, Crepps, and others? Are we to have it 
determiiied for Kenluck.y what shall be her 
domestic relations within by the pressure 
of arms from without? We raised the emanci- 
pation question in 1849— it was raised legiti- 
mately by Kenluckians— Kentuckians decided 
it and Kentuckians have cheerfully submitted 
to that decision. Now if it is to be raised un- 
der the bidding of the people of New England, 
using the President and Congress as mouth- 
pieces. I hear it on the right and on the left 
that Kentucky must mould her institutions to 
suit the views and policy of men and parties 
who live outside the Slate. 1 know not bow 
this accords with the idea of civil and political 
liberty, entertained by members who wish to 
speak to the President in whispers. As for 
me 1 will resist such a policy with my voice, 
and, if need be, with my right arm. 1 prefer 
Ui die in defence of my liberty, to live the ig- 
noble life of a slave to the will of others who 
have no higher title to liberty in their Stales 
than I have in "my own, my native land." 
1 make no threats— 1 have too much self-re 
sped for that In this Hall I know no fear 
in talking to a man with a million of troops at 
his command, with their bayonets and sabres 
at our faces, bayonets and Siibres at our backs. 
Hear you not the echoes of an honest, manly 
voice which rang through these halls for thirty 
years? "It is my fathers voice." 

Next in the comedy of errors comes the 
proclamation, uniting the rebels who were di 
•ided among themselves — cementing their 
olumns of resistance — hushing every murmur 
against separation and perpetual dismember- 
ments— leaving no choice between universal 
ruin and devastation and universal abolilio 
and an unconditional surrender at discretion 
This executive usurpation of all the powers of 
government, Federal and State, as exhibited 
in this Border Stale policy and proclamation, 
which assumes to give freedom to 3,000,000 of 
slaves in the rebel States, are propositions to 
meet the revolution wantonly and unuecessa 
rily gotten up in the South, with a revolutioi 
of the whole character, spirit, and purposes of 
the government. It is the fatal mistake of 
meeting revolution with revolution— of fight 
ing rebellion in the South with rebellion in thi 
North, East, and West — of opposing resistance 
to constitutions in the rebel States by re- 
sistance to law in the Union Stales — of meet- 
ing the anarchy and confusion of the rebel 
lion with the overthrow of law and order ii 
the Union. Mr. Chairman, I have no hope 
of retaining long in the Union party 
a member who wishes to endorse the re- 
bellion at Richmond by sanctioning it when 
practised at Washington. The President in 
his inaugural address, of the 4th of March, 
1861, said: 

"Apprehension seems to exist among the 
people of the Southern Slates, that by the ac- 
cession of a Republican Administration their 
property and their ()eace and personal security 
are to be endangered. There has never been 
any reasonable cause for such apprehension. 
Indeed, the most ample evidence to the con- 
contrary has all the while existed and been 
open to their inspection. It is found in nearly 
all the published Sjieechesof him who now ad- 
dresses you. I do but quote from one of those 
speeches when I declare that 'I have no pur- 
pose, directly or indirectly, to interfere with 
the institution of slavery in the Slates where 
it exists. I believe 1 have no lawful right to 
do so, and I have no inclination to do so.' 
Those who nominated and elected me did so 
with full knowledge that 1 hod made this and 
many similar dc^rlaratious, and bad never re- 
canted them. And, more than this, they 
placed in the plallorm for my acceptance, and 
as a law to themselves and to me, the clear and 
emphatic resolution which 1 now read: 

' Resolved, Thai the maintenance inviolate of 



of each State to order and control its own do- 
mestic institutions according to its own judg- 
ment exclusivelv, is essential to that balance 
of power on which the perfection and endu- 
rance of our political fabric depend, and we 
denounce the lawless invasion by armed force 
of the soil of any State or Territory, no mat- 
ter under what pretext, as among the gravest 
of crimes. ' 

Now reail the following extract from his 
proclamation of January 1, \S63, and see how 
they produce a discord which jars from earth 
to heaven: 

On the first day of January, 186.3, all per- 
sons held OS slaves within any State, or any 
ilesignated part of n Stale, the people whereof 
shall then be in "rebellion against the United 
States, shall then be thenceforward and forev- 
er free, and the executive Government of 
the United Stales, including the military and 
naval authority thereof, will recognize and 
mainlam the freedom of such persons, and will 
do no act or acts to repress such persons or any 
of them in any efforts they nfay make lor their 
actual freedom." 

There is an awakening of the public mind 
to these enormous pretentious to power — these 
startling inroads upon the character and ge- 
nius of the Constitution. The people watch 
infractions of the law, and look with a jealous 
eye to the administration of their Government, 
■fhe people — and who are the people? The 
law maker in this Hall, the fanner at his 
plough, the l.iwver at the bar, the mechanic 
in his shop, the Judge on the bench, the sailor 
upon the bounding billow, all are the people. 
■Tnere is no danger of the public liberties be- 
ing destroyed so long as the people arc observ- 
ant of the mode and manner of conducting 
affairs by their public servants. There is no 
danger to liberty while the people watch 
and the people's representatives are true and 
faithful sentinels, giving the alarm and op- 
posing every measure which trenches upon 
the liberties or interests of the people. Con- 
stitutional liberty is in its greatest peril in 
times like these of great commotion. Liberty, 
like a modest maiden, shrinks away and hides 
her beauteous face in the presence of the 
greatest armies of the world. Liberty and 
peace walk hand in hand as loving sisters, 
Condemnation of the rebellion has been pro- 
nounced by Kentucky's roaring artillery and 
4r),00O musKeleers. Ourmcmbersof Co.igress, 
the press of the Stale, all speak in censure 
and strong condemuation of these atrocious 
measures; the whole people of the State con- 
demn their folly and faithlessness, and if our 



plain, open, honest expression of opinion cuts 
Kentucky down, lei her fall. She will act

as becomes a great and free people meeting 
great and unmerited wrongs. Then comes 
the proposition in Congress to arm, organize 
and lake into the Federal service the negroes 
of the rebel Slates. What disgusting fol- 
ly! What imbecility! What hallucination! 

Napoleon, the imperial Napoleon, the first 
consul; in his Russian campaign one of his 
Marshals, wjien he was hard pressed by the 
Russians, suggested that he should declare 
freedom to the serfs, and arm them against 
their masters. His answer was all that could 
come fresh from the generous, magnanimous 
heart of a brave gentleman and soldier. "1 
cannot do that, liecause, if I did, IheC^.ar could 
not l>e my friend after the war is over. ' What 
a rebuke'. Against a foreign nation between 
which and his own there was no sympathy, 
no bond of fellowship, resulting from com- 
mon ancestry, common language, common 
destiny, no laws in common, between stranger 
nations— however bard the stress of circum- 
stances of Russian winters — of snows and 
fn)Sts under which his grand army perished, 
and WHS buried— he could not consent to 
fiudhis allies, to open recruiting stations, in 
the kitchens of even a foreign nation. What 
a savage, fiendish pronositioa — now cowardly 
and mean the idea; Twenty millions of peo- 
ple in the Union Stales find it necessary to 
arm negroes to whip five millions of people in 
the seceded Stales. This New England policy 
nnd rebellion against law and decency is 
bringing the Onion cause to ruin and inliimy, 
by associating with it an infamous set of meas- 
ures, condemned by the laws of modern war, 
as beyond the pale of civilization. These 
measures are so flagrant in their disregard of 
all law, human and divine, so destructive of 
every idea, and liopo of restoring a conflitu- 
tional Union — that a man may be well excused 
for not knowing which way to fight to put 
down most rebellion. Confusion, worse con- 
founded. Chaos piled upon chaos. Mr. Chair- 
man, I cannot find in the English language 
words strong enough to express my condem- 
nation of the folly and atrocity of these dis- 
gusting measures. The gentlemen from Ken- 
ton (Mr. Finnell), from Madison (Mr. Bur- 
nam), and Boyle (Mr. Bell), have all spoken 
hypothetically— thus, if the negro gets be- 
tween mo and my government — down goes 
the negro— if I have to take choice between 
the government and the negro, then down 
goes the negro. >'ow what is the use of 
speaking that way? There is no such is 
sue, nor can there be any such issue uu 
less abolition slang and falsehood shall 
take the place of truth and law and 
sound political philosophy. When I hear 
gentlemen speak that way it makes the im 
pression on my mind that they are feeling out 
for that issue — that they invite that issue — 
that they desire it. It is the echo of the falla- 
cious idea that slavery is the cause of the re- 
bellion, and abolish slavery and you abolish 
the rebellion. We have enough new issues 
and complications to deal with now without 
engrafting any more upon the difficulties and 
isfortunes dire with which the nation is be- 
__t. General Rousseau, 1 believe, held similar 
language on the occasion of a banquet given 
to him in Louisville last year. Perhaps do 
great significance should be given to such a 
course of remark indulged by him on a festive 
occasion which often excuses if not justifies 
the greatest latitude of flowing elocution, 
especially when it may be presumed that he 
was ambitious of promotion for his battles 
fought and won; but when I hear it in the 
soberness of debate in this holl 1 have mis- 
givings as to the future harmony and peace of 
Kentucky. Let us adhere to the old Consti- 
tution—to the old Union— to legitimate and 
ational measures of policy for the enforce- 
ment of the one and the restoration of the 
other. Let us in open, firm, respectful lan- 
guage point out to the President the depar- 
tures of his Administration from the plain 
spirit and letter of the Constitution, and the 
errors of policy which are said to hav» been 
forced upon him by an unreasonable and un- 
scrupulous Congress ; reminding him of our de- 
votion to the Union of the States, with all their 
laws sacredly restiecled and enforced; beckon 
him away from the embraces of a mi.^guidcd, 
pestiferous party, whose policy involves the 
destruction of the government, the white man 
and the black man in a common ruin, from 
which there is no escape, no salvation. Let 
U3 do this, as becomes the successors of the 
illustrious men who preceded us in these halls, 
and leave the consequences to God. Speak- 
ing recently in Congress on these subjects, the 
eloquent enthusiasm of Wadsworth reminds 
one of the impassioned earnestness of St. Paul. 
Hear him: 

Well, sir, the law as it now stands, it seems 
to me, is ample to carry oat this project. I 
do not know why the Executive should come 
here for any more power upon the subject of 
recruiting, organizing, officering, paying, 
marching, and fighting African brigades than 
there is now upon the statute-book ; and I 
confess now that I am induced to raise my 
voice against this measure, not so much be- 
cause it is something new, but because the 
time has come when every man should speak 
out; when every man who preserves any love 
for his country should declare all the feelings 
of his heart and all the purposes of his mind 
without any reservation, and should here, in 
this place, where he has been posted as a sen- 
tinel by his people, proclaim to them that 
there is no hope, no escape from this policy 
that aims at their total destruction, except in 
an instant, united, firm, and manly resistance 
to it; and by an apjieal for protection to that 
power which is behind presidents and cabi- 
nets; the power that made them and can un- 
make them; the power which lives and 
breathes and burns; the power which has 
spoken at the ballot-box. Theic is no longer 
any virtue in silence and forbearance. I have 
tried it: we have tried it. Sir, the tortoise 
will poke its head from its shell when a coal 
of fire is put upon his back; and there is a 
limit to the endurance of the people of Ken-- 
tucky, and the people ot the whole country. ' 

Crittenden, the distinguished Wickliffe, all 
of the Kentucky delegation in Congress save 
one, have plead for the Constitutional Union. 
The Democracy of the West, Northwest, Cen- 
tral, and Northern States all speak the same 
language in their recent elections, and now 
standing upon our own proud centre, giving 
utterance to the hopes, principles, and aspira- 
tions which animate our souls in this trying 
i^our, let the Union Democracy of Kentucky 
raise such a shout for the preservation of the 
lilierties of America, of American Constitu- 
tions, of American Unions, as will make their 
enemies (juake for fear from the St. Lawrence to 
the Rio del Norte. Let us do everything to 
relieve the conservative men of all sections 
from this false policy which is forcing the 
false issue of disunion or abolition. This false 
issue is pres.sing the people to make their elec- 
tion between abolition ond disunion. He is 
the greatest patriot who will do most to release 
the people from this policv which dooms a na- 
tion of white men to ruin, and 4,000,000 of 
slaves to extermination. At the recent elec 
tions the Northern Democracy and their con- 
servative allies have condemned and over- 
thrown this policy of abolition a war meas- 
ure, and also as a peace policy. To-day the 
majority of the people North are in favor of 
the old Constitution — the old Union. To-day 
that majority are for enforcing the constitu 
tional guarantees in favor of all the rights un 
impaired of all the people of all the Stater 



ling exbi' ition of the South strugiling to 
separate from a radical minority now retiring 
fiom the administration of the (Jovernment, a? 
I nmi, forever. A minority North are for the 
abolition \,oV\cy in peace as in war. The 
Union law-abiding men have to contend with 
the abolitionists, anarchists, and all other rel). 
els and disunionists North and South, East 
and West; in Congress and before the people 
Maeeachusetts and South Carolina have crossed 
their flaming swords of abolition and disu- 
nion over the bead of the great West. The 
Wefit is the victim — the sacrifice upon the al- 
tar to appease the cry for blood. The unoffend- 
ing West— the unoffendins people of all the 
States who were betrayed into the positions 
of conflict, have, like Norma, to suH'er for an- 
other's wrong. Shall the great West have no 
voii-e, no energy, no power, no influence, ex- 
cept to fight in this partisan war, incited and 
waged by the two political schools of .Massa- 
chusetts and South Carolina? War is the 
remedy and the only instrument of punish- 
ment when passion rules the hour. Negotia- 
tion and treaty accomplish most wheu passion 
subsides, chastened by suffering. We cannot 
tell what m.iy result from this Legislature 
passing a resolutipn in favor of and inviliBg 
other States to concur in the call of a national 
convention. I feel assured of one effect, that 
it will lessen the ire and acerbity of the com- 
batants, if it does nothing more; it will 
disarm the people of the South of their ap- 
prehension that they cannot get back into the 
Union under existing constitutions ond laws. 
■The tides ebb; ond the waves dash upon the 
shore after the fury of the storm has post. 
The success of on effort to coll a national con- 
vention can only be determined by actual ex- 
periment. The results of any measure in a 
country so full of revolutionary action as this 
can only be ascertained by trying it. The 
greatest obstacle to the restoration of the 
country to peace and law, and constitutional 
union "and harmony among the States, is 
the discouraging fact, that all men seem 
to give up to the idea that war is the para- 
mount agency now fbr the achievement 
of good results. Let us try it. If it fails, no 
harm will follow the effort. The Union States 
are more numerous and have a population 
thrice as large as the seceded States— it will 
be magnanimous to oft'er them peace, with all 
the guarantees of the Union and law, in a 
convention of all the States. I believe they 
will accept it. -I feel that they will. 1 know 
their presses and public men talk much about 
holding out till the lost man is gone, <tc. 
That valorous kind of talk is prompted by the 
license of war and war times. If they refiise 
the offer of a convention, then our offer 
and their refusal will divide the people of the 
seceded States whilst it will reunite the peo 
pie in the Union States. The offer of peace 
and union to the seceded States upon the terms 
of the Constitution liberally construed will be 
hailed with joy and rejoicing by their pc«ople. 
It will fill their hearts with the liveliest re- 
miniscenses of the happier and better days of 
the Republic, when the States reposed in peace 
and friendship side by side. It will assure 
them that the I'nion is their friend, not their 
enemy — that confiscations, proclamations, com- 
pensated emancipation, and negro regiments 
ore measures for war— extreme war— not for 
States in union of love and order and peace 
and happy reunion, forgetting all that is un- 
grateful in the past, hoping for the blissful 
fruition of a generous future. The lai^ -making 
power determines the policy of the Govern- 
ment. * The army does the fighting under or- 
ders. The President, as Commander-in-Chief, 
cannot change the Government by orders to 
the army. 

Abolition is the great obstacle to the L nion. 
Abolition is "the dog in the manger, " which 
will neither save the Union nor let us save it. 
Abolition is the lion in the path of the Union. 
Abolition is the jackass in thelion's skin. We 
must destroy abolition or the List hope of 
union is gone. 

The gentleman from Warren (Mr. Under 
wood), has gone somewhat into the causes of 
this unhappy condition of atfairs. Without in- 
tending to revive old party prejudices and pre- 
dilections, but reciting historv which teaches 
philosophy by example, the Whig party of the 
North, with many honorable exceptions, to- 
gether with a portion of the Democrats of the 
fiam» section, gave way to and went into abo- 
lition. From this giving way the Northern 
Democrats were unable to sustain a conserva- 
tive policy in very many ot the Free States; 
the Southern Democrats, having lost their 
counterpart North, went into disunion. As an 
orginal Democrat 1 resist disunion coining 
from the South, so I intreat you who were 
Whigs to resist abolition coming from the 
North. Let us stand together, opposing alike 
these destructive heresies, which, combiBei-l 
are ravaging the nation like a flood of fire 
which sweeps the whole earth before it. Now, 
when abolition and disunion hold their high 
carnival of plunder and ruin, let us stand 
firmly by our cause, and never strike our 
Union flag to either of these deadly foes. 

.Mr. Chairman, on yesterday the House done 
me the honor of adjourning before the usual 
time, to give me an opportunity to finish my 
remarks to-day. I thank the House for its 
courtesy and will not abuse it by holding the 
floor beyond a few minute, but give way to 
other gentlemen who have not spoken to the 
subjects under debate. Before closing, I w ish 
to express the opinion, strongly fortified by the 
careful reading of able and learned treatises 
upon the subject by Binney, Nicholas, and 
other eminent jurists, that the President has 
no authority of law to suspend the writ of 
habeas corpus and that Congress alone has 
that power. Many arrests hove been made 
wrongfully and that writ has been wrongfully 
withheld. Whilst many innocent men have 
suffered under the pangs of unlawful impris- 
onment, scores of guilty plotters of treason 
to the Constitution have enjoyed the largest 
liberty ot the North and at the South. My 
venerable friend on the right (Mr. Under- 
wood) says be heard Mr. Benton say in the 
Senate that the Union can no more be de- 
stroyed than the Mississippi river can be 
stopped in its course by a dam of straw. The 
Union is based upon a loyal observance of all 
the rights and interests of the SUtes com- 
posing the political Union. The harmony of 
the States is the soul of the Union. I believe 
in the immortality of the Union. It may be 
destrovcd for a season. As the rose ond jas- 
mine, 'under the rude, chillinp blasts of win 
ter, droop, wither, and die, when the genial 
sunshine of spring, in execution of the law of 
death and reproduction, invite, they spring 
again into all their lovely forms of beauty and 
fragrance. - The Union may be down for a 
while. But like a mountain stream tumbling 
over rock and precipice as if to escape the rug 
gcd surface, dashes undw ground for many a 
furlong, but to gurgle up in gushing fount lins 
in the midst of beautiful landscai>es, where 
peace, unbroken, reigns and the sad notes of 
war are hushed in the plash of its Lethean 
waters.

;,t;^V\'e republish below the resolutions on 
national affairs ailopted by the General As- 
eembly of Kentucky at the Ute session : 

1. Jteiolreil, That our institutions are as- 
sailed by un armed rebellion on one side, 
which can only be met by the sword j and 
on the other by unconstitutional acts of 
Ooojrress, gu d startling usurpations of power 
by the ElRulive, which wc have seen by 
experiment can be corrected by the ballot-box. 
Policy, as well as principle, requires that 
Kentucky shall await the process of reform 
which i.s slow but sure, and retrain frooi all 
unlawful and unconstitutional acts which 
hav^ already brought terrible calamities upon 
the country; whilst we invoke the aid of nil 
patriotic men to avert the evils that threaten 
our.free institutions. 

2. Resolved, That this General Assembly de- 
clares, as before it has oftentimes declared, 
that the State of Kentucky hath ever been, 
and is, loyal to the Government of the United 
States of America, and is determined to main- 
tain that loyalty against both domestic and 
foreign foes. 

;!./fcWi i(rf,That thi.s General Assembly recog- 
nizes ii manifest diU'erenre between any a<l- 
ministration of the Government and the Gov- 
ernment itself — the one is transitory, limited 
in duration only to that jieriod of time for 
vbich the oflicers elected by ihe people are 
ch^iiXed with the conduct of the same; the 
other is permanent, intended by iti founders 
to endure forever. 

4. Retoli:et/,'l'bal this General Assembly now, 
in the exerci.se of its right to differ in opinion 
with the National Executive, enters its solemn 
protest against the proclamation of the Presi- 
dent of the I'nited States, dated Ist of Janua- 
ry, HjC3, by which he assumes to emancipate 
nil slaves within certain States, holding the 
same to be unwise, unconstitutional, and void. 

5. lieiolvcd, That this General Assembly de- 
clares that the power which has recently been 
assumed by the Presidentof the I'nited States, 
whereby, under the guise of military neces 
sity, he has proclaimed and extended martial 
law over States where war did not exist, and 
has suspended the writ of habeas corpus, is 
unwarranted by the Constitution, and its ten- 
dency id to subordinate civil to military au- 
thority, and to subvert constitutional and free 
government. 

6. Rfsolved, That this General Assembly 
declines to accept the President's proposition 
tor emancipation, as contained in his procla- 
mation of the 19th May, 1862. 

7. Rciolvrd, That this General Assemltly 
deems it proper farther to declare that it, to- 
gether with all the loyal people of the State, 
would hail with pleasure and delight any man- 
ifestation of a desire on the part ot the seceded 
States to return to their allegiance to the Gov- 
ernment of the Union, and would, in such 
event, cordiafly and earnest\y co-operate with 
them in the restoration of peace, and the pro- 
curement of such guarantees as would give se- 
curilv to all their interests and rights. 

8. Resolved, That Kentucky will adhere to the 
Constitution and the Union, as the best, 
it may be the last, hope of popular freedom: 
and tor all wrongs which may have been com- 
mitlod, or evils which may exist, will seek 
redress under the Constitution and within the 
T'nion, by the peaceful but powerful and irre- 
sistible agencies of the suffrages of a free peo- 
ple. 

0. Resolved, That this (ieneral Assembly 
bails with pleasurable hope the recent man- 
ifestations of conservative sentiment among 
the people of the non-slaveholding States in 
their late elections, and regard the same as 
the earnest of a good purpose on their part to 
co-operate with all other loyal citizens — 
give security to the rights of every section, 
:;1 maintain the I'nion and the Constitution 
li.-i they were ordained by the founders of the 
Republic. 

10. Retoliyed, That, in the judgment of this 
General Assembly, a convention should be 
culled for the ii\irposc of proposing such amend- 
ments to the National Constitution as experi- 
t nee has proved to be necessary to maintain 
that instrument in the spirit and meaning of 
its founders; and to that end we reaffirm and 
adopt the resolutions recommending a call for 
a convention of the United Stales, approved 
Jan. 2.5, IRCl. 

11. Resolved, That the lawsof this State must 
be maintained and enforced, and that it is the 
duty of the constituted authorities of the State 
to see to it, that by all constitutional means 
this indispensable end shall be attained. 

12. Resolvid, That the Governor be requested 
to forward a copy of these resolutions to the 
President of the United States, and to the 
Governor of each State, with a request that 
he lay the same before the Legislature of his 
State, and to each of our Senators and Repre- 
sentatives in Congress. Our Senators are in- 
structed, and our representatives requested, to 
use their best efforts to accomplish the objects 
of these resolutions. 

We republish these resolutions to-day for 
the convenience of such members of the con- 
vention as may not have the series at hand 
Moreover, the resolutions well deserve repub 
licalion at present on account not merely 
of the body that adopted them but of the fa- 
vor with which they have been received by 
the people in their primary meetings. We arc 
persuaded that the resolutions express sub- 
stantially the views of the Union men of Ken 
tocky as a body, and, unless the convention 
shall think proper to express the same views 
in different terms, we do not doubt that it 
will by acclamation adopt the resolutions as 
they stand. There are as we conceive several 
weighty reasons in favor of the latter course. 

In the first ])lace, the resolutions, as we have 
said, express substantially the views of the 
Union men of Kentucky as a body. Some of 
ni may prefer a little stronger expression 
certain particulars, and others may think the 
expression in these particulars is too strong 
already, but, in our opinion, the expression as 
a whole very fairly hits the general judgment, 
while the views themselves are heartily con 
curred in by all. The resolutions appear to 
ns to form as happy a compromise of unessen 
tial points as is practicable. With respect to 
essential points there is no difference amongst 
us. 

In the second place, the resolutions, as is 
generally understood, closed harmoniously a 
somewhat protractei discussion between dif 
ferent members of me Union majority in the 
General Assembly, which, though concerning: 
naessentials anil though conducted amicably, 
developed not a little feeling on the one side 
and on the other, and even threatened to de- 
feat altogether an agreement respecting na- 
tional affairs. This perilous discussion, we re- 
peat, was closed harmoniously by the adoption 
of the resolutions above, and the General As- 
sembly adjourned with its noble Union ma- 
jority unbroken. Would it be wise to hazard 
the reopening of this unprofitable and dan- 
gerous strife in the convention by presenting 
a different basis of agreement even though 
the basis should be new only in expression? 
We certainly think not. On the contrary, it 
seems lo us that such a course would be rash 
in the extreme. 

Finally, the resolutions, having been sol- 
emnly proposed by the Union Legislature of 
Kentucky to the acceptance of the country, 
have been accepted substantially by the con- 
servative-^of the North, and, accordingly, the 
Union men of Kentucky could not now sub- 
stantially reject the resolutions without put- 
ting themselves in a false if not a humiliating 
position before the country. This is manifest. 
We have published in our columns an account 
of the recent consulution of Northern con- 
servatives with Governor Seymour at Albany ; 
but, for the saks of distinctness, we republish 
thj following extracts from the account: 

Their present proposition— which now seems 
to be acceded to by conservative leaders 
throughout the North-is to make no opposi- 
tion to a vieorous prosecution of the war or 
to anything that will prevent the national'ad- 
ministrat.on from acling with succe-s 

In addition to this, they will apply to the 
next Congress and ^k ttat a nalUal con- 
vention be callwl by Congress, to be elected by 
the people, lor the purpose of bringing about an 
amicable settlement of this dilBculty restor 
uig the Union in all its parts; to make such 
compromise as the people may decree ~hen 
they elect delegates to the convention; bill in 
no instance to, directly or indirectly rcoir- 
nize the right of a State to secede. ' " 

This mode is, in every particular, a consti- 
tutional one; but, as a matter of course, a con- 
vention cannot be convened under the Con- 
stitution before the spring of 18ii4, and can- 
not in any way compromise the progress of the 
war this year, unless the radicals are deter- 
mined to bring about a separation. This is to 
he the great measure of the Conservative and 
Uemocratic politicians; and upon it thev will

The same writer says in a subsequent de- 
spatch: "I may not have stated quite strong 
enough in my despatch last night that it was 
insisted upon in ths consultation of yesterday 



that no obstiic 'e slioultl be thrown in the way 
of the .A.dmiuistraliou in prosecuting this 
war, further than what would riae from a fair, 
candiil, and Icgiiimala criticism of the policy 
of the Adminislration." In short, the conser- 
vatives of the North, under th*- leadership of 
Governor Seymour, have accepted in effect 
the whole plan of action proposed by the 
Union Legislature of Kentucky in the resolu- 
tions above-quoted. We foretold this result 
at the beginning. "True to the national cause 
in every aspect," we ventured to say of these 
resolutions in first laying them before our 
readers, "they will bind together the loyal 
men of this Commonwealth in a soul-stirriug 
and indissoluble unity ; and at the same time 
they will \*oi us in the like unity with the 
loyal men of all other parts of the Union. The 
resolutions fitly exhibit the rally ing-ground 
of the patriots of the nation." The patriots 
of the North, under the invocation of the pa- 
triots of Kentucky, are now rallying nobly 
to this ground. They are thronging upon it. 
.■Vssuredly this is no time for the patriots of 
Kentucky to be shrinking away from it in 
any direction. It should never be said that in 
the crisis of this grand struggle for the pres- 
ervation of our government Kentucky rallied 
the true hearts of the land and then deserted 
them. Let not Roderick Dhu forsake the 
piaided warriors with which his whistle has 
"garrison'd the glen." 

Wherefore, we are convinced, that, all things 
considered, the resolutions of the General As- 
sembly offer the fittest platform for the con- 
vention. The resolutions are just and proper 
in themselves, and we believe they will |iro- 
moto in a peculiar degree the harmony of 
the convention and the, unity of the loyal 
men of the State. This list is obviously 
of capital importance. It is all-imporlaut. 
We must continue to stand together. We 
should make every honorable sacrifice in 
order to remain united. If we divide, we are 
lost. The enemy is even now gathering upon 
our borders, and, if we do not hush dissensions 
amongst ourselves and present an unbroken 
Iront, we shall be in danger of perishing at 
our own hands. It should be the endeavor as 
it is the duly of every loyal man in Kentucky 
to do whatever he may fitly do to banish dis- 
cord from our ranks. "I am ready," a dis- 
tinguished and venerable Kcntuckian writes 
to us, "to fight the rebels with bayonets, and 
the abolitionists as they may present them- 
selves, but I will not be a party to a Jewish 
war, while the enemy is bombarding the 
city." Worthy sentiments, aptly expressed. 
The allusion here is most pertinent. The sedi- 
tion which proved the destruc'tion of Jerusa- 
lem, as our i-eaders will remember, broke out 
while Titus was marshalling bis legions in 
front of the walls, and did not cease until it 
was extinguished in the blood of the people and 
buried beneath the ruins of the city. Let tis be 
admonished by the terrific example. The 
rebel Titus is now marshalling his legions on 
the confines of Kentucky, and, if we divide 
into factions as the people ot Jerusalem di- 
vidid, the late of the sacred city will in all 
human probability become the fate of Ken- 
tucky. She will be conquered and made deso- 
late through the divisions of her own sons. 
It is only from a deep conviction of this truth, 
and of the powerful tendency of the adoption 
of the resolutions of the General Assembly to 
uromote harmony amongst us, that we have 
ventured to say what we have here said. We 
confidently submit the whole question to the 
superior wisdom and exclusive authority ot 
the gentlemen of the convention. 



The New Hampshike Election. — The result 
of the New Hampshire election is another 
cheering evidence of the overwhelming change 
in public sentiment and a satisfactory assu- 
rance that the conservative feelings of the 
Eastern States will soon crush out the radical- 
ism which has brought our country to the 
verge of ruin. If the news of this important 
victory could be scattered through the armies 
of the rebels, and they would calmly reflect 
upon its significance, it would do more to 
prompt them to return to law and order and tb 
sway of a government which so peacefully 
and effectually corrects the violence of party 
or the ultraisms of faction by the operation 
of its elective system, than any words of kind- 
ly exhortation or any constrained appliances 
of governmental power. In contemplating 
this splendid triumph, which shows the rea 
majority of conservatism in New Hampshire to 
be over seven thousand, which but for tbi 
unfortunate lamination of the constituent par 
ty elements in the Granite State, would have 
elected a conservative Governor, the true 
friends of the Union have abundant reasons 
for congratulation. Mr. Lincoln received 
nearly ten thousand majority there in 1860 
the Republicans |X>lled 37,519 votes, the Doug- 
las Democrats 25,881, and the Breckinridge 
men 2,112; but now Eastman, Democrat, has 
received over 32,000 votes, and Gilmorc, Re- 
publican, less than 29,000; but, from the throw 
ing ol some 4, -100 votes for a third candidate, 
Harrison, as a "Union" man, a minority of all 
the votes cast was not secured, and the final 
election goes to the Legislature, in which the 
Republicans predominate, though sixty mem 
bers of the House were chosen by very close 
votes, varying from five to twenty. The moral 
effect of this verdict seals the fate of radical 
ism in the State, and while it speaks in un- 
mistakable language to the ■ rebellion that 
it must be put down, it is also an 
assurance that the war will be prosecuted 
vigorously and indeed with renewed energy, 
for by confining it to its proper objects, as 
enunciated by the resolution of Congress at 
the extra session in July, 1861, there will be 
"a united North" to add irresistible impulse 
prosecution. In less than twenty 
how brief a time compared with the 
eternity of national disgrace and misery in- 
volved in the past period of the same space— 
the whole nation will have been called upon 
to reaffirm the action of New Hampshire in a 
Presidential election, and self-preservation 
will impel the people to destroy the Kepubli 
can party, which otherwise will destroy the 
country. In the meantime all the power 
of that nation must be exerted to crush 
the rebellion, which, like its twin demon 
abolition, has determined to rule or ruin 
To effect this, we must put forth every 
available agency of strength that may be 
necessary to protect the government and 
enable us to transmit it to future genera- 
tions as the most priceless legacy, won by an 
inspired revolution and saved from the fury of 
a Satanic rebellion. But in thus preparing for 
the desperate conflict we must strike "more 
in sorrow than in anger," and in carrying out 
the high destiny to which the nation has been 
assigned, it must never forget its god-like 
mission, nor cease lo reflect,

sence of any convention, there may be several 
aspirants iu the field, and thus, by dividing 
the Union strength, give an opportunity for 
some unsound men to slip into olhce. A full 
vote for the Union Stjite Ticket is so intimately 
dependent upon harmonious action in the vari- 
ous districts upon all their local officers, that it 
bcems to be the imperative duly of the Stale 
Convention to take some step to secure such 
action. It wouM be prudent perhaps to author- 
ise the Union State Committee to cai! District 
Conventions iu May, at such central places as 
v. ill best suit the convenience of the voters, 
taking all due precaution to have the call 
properly circulated. Meetings thus summoned 
( juld decide upon the claims of the various 
.ispirants, who should previously pledge then*- 
selvcs to abide such decisions as final and use 
all their energies to secure the success of thfc 
nominees. We are awaro that this suggesUob 
is a novel one, but the condition of our State 
affaii-s is unprecedented, and calls for prompt 
corrections and guards and restraints which 
will enable the Union sentiment of Kentucky 
to have full and free scope in its expression. 
The Convention of to-day will represent the 
State as completely as could be expected under 
the circumstances, and the meetings which 
nominated its delegates have so broadly an- 
nunciated the position and sentiments (^f-Ken- 
tucky, that there can be no danger ot giving 
offence by any action which may have for its 
object the good of the Union cause and the con- 
centr:ilioa of its strength and energies. We 
have thrown out these ideas for the considera- 
tion of our friends. It may not be necessary 
to act upon our suggestion, but it might at 
least be proper so far to guard against unlbre- 
seen contingencies us to place the matter in 
tile hands of a State Committee, and leave it 
discretionary with them. We refer the sugges- 
tion to the wisdom of the convention.

The decease of this distinguished individual 
w.ij announced, a few days since, among the 
o'lituary notices of the Louisville Journal, 
from which il simply appears that he died on 
the 7th of March, in the G9th year of his age. 
But surely such a man ought not to be allow- 
ed to pass from this stage of action without 
some attempt to appreciate the part he per- 
formed in the drama of life. Occupying, for 
so many years, the honorable and useful po- 
si'ion of a public teacher in the medical pro- 
fession, he necessarily formed a large circle of 
friend.'i, now scattered over a wide expanse of 
country, whose hearts will be saddened by 
tbe intelligence that his pure and peaceable 
spirit has winged it,s flight to another ,»phere. 

Dr. Short took his degree of Doctor of Med- 
icine in the University of Pennsylvania about 
the year 1815, and began the practice of his 
jirofession in Lexington, Ky,, not far from the 
place of his birth. He was, however, soon 
imtuced to remove lo the Green River section 
of the Slate, and settled in Hopkinsville, Chris- 
tian county, where he was, we believe, ^is suc- 
cessful OS a man of his gre*t modesty and 
retiring habits could have expected. About 
the J ear 182.") or 1S2G, he was appointed to the 
Uhair of Materia Medica and Medical liotany 
it Transylvania University at Lexington, Ky , 
wbich opened up to him a path suited lo his 
scientific and liter.iry tasle. The Medical 
H' hool of Lexington was, at that time, in the 
iiith of its renown, ami its halls resounded 
witu the polished elocution of Dt. Charles 
Caldwell, and the fervid declamation of Dr. 
Daniel Drake, while Dr, Benjamin Winslow 
Dudley, also a member of the faculty, was the 
or.icle of Western Surgery, 

With such colleagues as these Dr. Short qui- 
etly and unostentatiously took his stand, and, 
relinquishing the practice of mediciae, for 
which he bad an antiiuithy, applied himself 
with industry and zeal to the study which was 
ever afterwards the business and the pleasure 
of bis life, namely. Botany, which he enriched 
by frequent and lengthy excursions in search 
of our iudigenous plants. He was at this time 
one ofthe Editors of the Transylvania Medical 
Journal, to wbich he contributed many valu- 
ible pajiers, embodying the results of his sci- 
entific explorations. 

After tho disruption of the Transylvania 
.\lcdical School, Dr. Short accepted his favorite 
cliair, for which he was so pre-eminently 
qualilied, in the University of Louisville, and 
removed to this city in 1839, two years after 
the organization of the Medical Department of 
our University, Here be was again associated 
with Drs, Caldwell and Drake and other able 
collatiorators, under whom the school rapidly 
rose to distinction, and attracted larger classes 
than had ever before been assembled in the 
Mississippi Valley, 

Dr, Short's connection with the Louisville 
School continued until 184'J, when he resigned 
his professorship and retired to Hayfield, an 
elegant and tasteful villa five miles from tbe 
city. Previous to his retirement he had, by 
iuheritance and bis own industry, become 
possessed of a fortune, wbich enabled bim to 
enjoy his olium eum diynitate and to furnish, 
at the same time, a suitable oiitfit to his chil- 
Iren as they left the |)aternal mansion, be- 
•ides responding to the calls of benevolence, 
b'>lh public and private. 

No small share of Dr, Shorts time, after his 
retirement to private life, was devoted to 
tho preservation of the dried specimens of 
plants and flowers, of which he had gathered 
a large and valuable collection. This was to 
him a labor of love, and these mute objects of 
his tender care, embalmed and classified in the 
berliariums which be has left behind bim, 
long may they be preserved to testify to his 
patience anil gentleness and skill. 

As a lecturer. Dr. Short's style was chaste, 
concise, and classical, and hi.*' manner always 
gr,ive and dignified. His lectures were al- 
ways carefully and fully written, and read in 
the lecture-room with a good voice and cor- 
rect emphasis. He never made the least at- 
tempt at display, nor set a cla|)-trap in all his 
life. 

As a man, Dr, Short was remarkable for 
his, we had almost said, fastidious modesty, 
(liltidence, and retiring (iisposition. This la.5t 
trait was so strongly marked that a stranger 
might have deemed him to be an ascetic; but 
never did a kinder heart beat in human bosom. 
His heart was indeed always in the right 
place, and alive to the noblest and most gene- 
rous impulses. As to his probity, it was as 
nearly iierfect as is possible to fallen humani- 
ty. There was never a stain upon bis honor, 
and the breath of calumny never tarnished 
his name. 

As a father, husband, brother, — but we 
must not invade the sancluary of bis home, 
though we have often imbibed the sweet in- 
fluence of its peacefulness and tranquillity. 

As a Christian, Dr, Short died in the com- 
munion of the Presbyterian Church. His 
walk and conversation were such as became 
his Christian profession, and his characteristic 
modesty and diffidence were conspicuous in 
view of the near approach of his dissolution. 
To the inquiry of bis pastor, touching his 
hopes in the future life, he only replied that 
he trusted that he had repenteil of his manv 
sins, and he hoped to be saved through the 
merits of bis Lord and Saviour Jesus Christ.

Iu times like these, when our country is 
struggling for existence, with foes upon every 
side; when, like Ciesar, it is stricken by the 
band it b:ti nourished, il is the duty of evf ry 
loyal sou to strike in its behalf, with whatever 
of vigor he may possess. 

To judge of ihe motives aud intentions ot 
this convention, it is sufficient for us to know 
that the leaders in il are notorious rebels, who 
at one time were instrumental in getting up a 
Provisional Government, and having the State 
ncorporated with the Southern Confederacy. 
Some of them have heretofore been sent out of 
the Sute for expres.sing treadOuable seati- 
ments, and have only lately, by an unfortunate 
leniency, been relieved from the retirement of 
Camp Chase. Others, and indeed the majority 
of them, are men who at home, in their own 
counties, are regarded aa disloyal, and who, 
ever since the breaking out of the rebellion, 
have been open and avowed rebel symiiathi- 
zers. . 

Their hope, doubtless, was to allure to their 
support, Vjy the shibboleth ot Democracy, 
many good and true men, who would give 
characU'r to their organization, and enable 
them to obtain control of the Executive and 
Le.L'islative Departments of the State at the 
ensuing election, and, ultim;itely, by some 
stroke of political finesse, to carry tho State 
over irretrievably to the Southern Confederacy. 

The moral effect of having the State offices 
in the hands of such unscrupulous men would 
be fearful. 

The political status of Kentucky is by no 
means secure, and I deemed it sounder pobcy 
to arrest at once the organization of this rebel 
element before it attained such impetus, 
strength, and charactor as would demand, six 
months hence, the exercise of force to retain 
the SlJite in constitutional obedience. 

Believing these things, ns 1 do, and with a 
view to terrifv confirmed traitors, support the 
unqalifiedly loyal, and reassure the limid as 
well as from a firm conviction of duty, I sliall 
not permit any such meeting or convention 
without vKi.^itive orders to do so from my su- 
periors iu command, ^-iv. . 

I take pleasure in stating that Col. Ijilbert, 
iu his treatment of this subject, canied out iny 
orders most fully, and in a manner highly 
creditable to himself, and I cannot too hear- 
tily endorse, nor too earnestly recommend to 
the careful consideration ot the General com- 
manding this Department, the policy enunci- 
atid by t/Ol. Giltiert in his remarks before the 
Convention, namely: ' That none but men of 
undoubted loyalty to the United States Gov 
erument will, under any circumstances, be 
allowed to run for any office, or fill any office 
if elected." 

I transmit herewith CoL Gilbert's report of 
l is action in the matter, and copies of sundry 
telegraphic despatches bearing on the subject.

Ten rebel companies had cut the levee ot a 
i.»*~>.>n l.ak« Providencs and Gr«nd 
Lake, and the water yina parsing over and 
flooding the country. The object was U' prt- 
venl the Union troops from operating on the 
creek between Lake Providence and Bayou 
Macon. The slough is narrow and full of 
stumps. The Federals are clearing it out. 
There are several feet of water in the slough. 
If men fail, dredges can be used. The respon- 
sibility of this flooding of the country and de- 
stroying millions ot property rests upon the 
Confederates alone. 

Two Kenluckians, late ft-om Texas, give a 
gloomy account of affairs there. They met 
2,000 of Hindman's men on their way back to 
Texas, who swore they would die before the/ 
would return to him. They consider the Con- 
federacy on its last legs. There is great desti- 
tution and suffering everywhere. The fare at 
the firstr^Jass hotel in Atlanta is beef without 
salt, roasted sweet potatoes, coffee made of 
burnt molasses, and for w'lich they were 
charged $'^5 per doy. Well-to-do farmers 
have substitutes in the army, and women 
were only supported who were poor. Peorle 
desire peace on any terms. 

All the country between Jackson and the 
Tennessee River is submerged, the water 
being from two to six feet deep. The Tennes- 
see River last week rose eight feet in twenty- 
four hours. 

Van Dorn crossed Duck River, but finding 
the Tennessee high and boats destroyed turned 
back to Columbia, Tenn. It is believed his 
movements toward Middle Tennessee wore 
mere feints, and that the object was to make 
an attack upon our lines somewhere between 
Coiinth and Columbus. 

The steamer Hamilton Belle has returned 
fVom an expedition up the dt. Francis river. 
She went up as far as Madison, where the Lit- 
tle Rock Railroad crosses the St. Francis river. 
During tho trip 16 hogsheads sugar were 
seized, 60 boles cotton, and 28 prisoners. A 
trader had contraband quinine in his trunk, 
and a copy of the oath he had taken to the 
United States. 

A correspondent at Memphis writes that 
much complaint is made of the conduct of the 
oflicers lately stationed at Island No. 10, con- 
cerning the manner in which ladies of a se- 
cesh disposition were permitted to cany 
through contraband property. Olher matters 
equally reprehensible are complained of. 
Heretofore the ofljcers located at that point 
have been notoriously incompetent and culpa- 
ble. 

Since Captain Glassford has had charge of 
naval matters, there seems to have been less 
difficulty. The former officer was Captain 
Planner, of the gunboat New Era. This gentle- 
man is now in Cairo under arrest. It is claimed 
by one man from whom sixty-one thousand 
and three hundred dollars were taken at 
Island No. 10, that only $38,310 were returned, 
the rest having melted away in transit. This 
is the second charge of this kind of misappro- 
priation of money and property. 

In the matter of the arrest of the steamer 
Ruth, it was found that a government revenue 
officer was partner of a man named J. B. 
Brown, in running through uniform.', qiii- 
nine, gold,(and correspondence to the South. 

J. D. Chamberlain was shadowed by the 
Chicago detectives and arrested at Columbus 
by Captain John Williams, Provoet Marshal, 
by order of General Asboth. 'There were l."iO 
boxes, marked oranges and lemons, contain- 
ing rebel clothing shipped at Cairo, which had 
come by rail from St. Louis. Ail was confis- 
cated. 

The Ruth will probably be released. This 
occurred on Tuesday last. The United Slates 
gunboat Tuscumbia to-day returned from con- 
voying General Asboth's expedition to the 
Cuniberland. We are not informed as to the 
destination of General Asboth's command. 
Tidings are soon expected.
